In the past 50 years Phoenix 
High School has enjoyed an 
exciting history of basketball 
triumphs and defeats, Some of 
the highlights have been se- 
lected as representative of the 
school’s heritage, 

1916 —- The boys’ basket- 
ball team of this school con- 
cluded a very successful year, 
winning thirteen games and 
Yosing one. The one defeat was 
administered by Grants Pass 
High. They played Applegate 
High, Talent High, Talent 
Town, Gold Hill High, Central 
Point High, Ashland High Sec- 
ond, Medford High Second, 
Rogue River High, Grants 
Pass High, and Jacksonville 
High. They won the county 
championship of the secondary 
schools. Those on the cham- 
pionship team were Chester 
Bourne, Robert Norris, Cecil 
Morgan, Albert Henry, Leo 
Furry, Harry Rice, Clayton 
Elmer, and Coach Matthews. 

1917 — Phoenix lost, only 
one game during the season of 
1917. The personnel of the 
team as finally selected includ- 
ed: Harry Rice, Cecil Morgan, 
Leo Furry, Chester Bourne, 
an Bob Norris. 

1925 — Phoenix won the 
championship of the second 
and third-class schools of Jack- 
son county. Those who receiv- 
ed letters for basketball were 
Scott Kerns, Allen Arnold, 
Andrew ‘Stevens, Roy Burle- 
son Everett Martin, and Glen 
Michols. 

1930 — Phoenix became the 
Jackson County Champions. 
The team consisted of Bob 
Steadman, Ralph Swingle, 
Harold Fish, Eldred Colver,

1932 — Phoenix again cap- 


tured the title of “Jackson , for the part he-has played in 


County Champions.”’ Members 
of the team were Ralph Swish- 
er, Cecil Swingle, Walter Bolz, 
Ray Maust, Clair Higgin- 
botham, Harvey Sears, and 
Eugene Coates. 

1933 —~ The Phoenix team 
again clinched the Jackson 
County Championship. At the 
Southern Oregon Normal 
School Invitational Basketball 
Tournament the team received. 

The 
championship team consisted 
of Clair Higginbotham, Ray 
Maust, Cecil Swingle, Ralph

1939 — Phoenix entered the 
President’s Cup Division at 
the Southern Oregon Normal 
School in Ashland with high 
hopes and a determination to 
win. They. received a trophy | 
for second place.

1941 — The Pirates of Phoe | 
nix High embarked on one of 
the most disasterous seasons 
that the school.had ever made. 
They failed to win a game. 

1943 — ‘This sport nearly 
lost its standings as a major 
activity when the restrictions 
of team travel were applied. 
The Pirates defeated Gold Hill 
and Prospect in the County 
Invitational, Tournament and 
received their well-earned tro- 

hy. 

; 1947 — The! Phoenix Pirates 
accepted their invitation to the 
18th annual Southern Oregon 
“B” League Tournament. Un- 
der the fine coaching of Harold 
Masey they received the first 
place trophy and were the 
Champions.

After his military service 
was ended, he went back to 
teaching and coaching in Ne- 
braska and Wyoming. 

He came to Phoenix in 1954 
and has been, here since, doing 
a fine job training young play- 
iers in basketball and good 
sportsmanship.
